LONDON, July 19 — Prime 
Minister Macmillan warned Brit- 
ain’s industrial and commercial 
interests yesterday of “real 
need’ to improve the country’s 
faltering export trade. 


The warning was accompanied 
by a reminder that the boom 
in internal trade might not con- 
tinue This was interpreted by 
some business groups as indicat- 
ing Macmillan would not hesi- 
tate to impose new restrictions 
on domestic consumption if ex- 
ports continue to falter. 


The Prime Minister’s speech 
before 400 industrialists and busi- 
ness men to begin a new export 
drive was the consequence of 
export figures for June present- 
ed by the Board of Trade. These 
showed that exports for that 
month were about $28,000,000 be- 
low those of the previous three 
months. 

Economists are divided on the 
cause for the drop in exports 
but they and the government be- 
lieve that the demands of the 
home market are an important 
factor.

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U.N. Leaders Cite Quick Action, 
Stand Hopeful That Catastrophe 
In The Congo Has Been Averted 


Childs Points Out That Delegates 
Are Amazed at What Hammarskjold 
Has Accomplished With So Little in 
the Way of Authority or Force.

TOP MEMBERS of the United Nations secretariat were hope- 
ful today that catastrophe in The Congo has been averted. 

They are too cautious to express this view publicly, but in 
private they expressed confidence that United Nations troops 
have arrived in sufficient numbers to prevent a complete break- 
down of authority in the new African nation. Within 72 hours, 
4000 troops, most of them from other African countries, had been 


airlifted into Leopoldville. 

Another 2000 will arrive in 
the next two days. Eventually 
the total is expected to reach 
10,000. This has been accom- 
plished in less than a week under 
the driving, 24-hour-a-day direc- 
tion of Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold. 


Delegates to the Security Coun- 
cil who only last Thursday vot- 
ed the resolution authorizing the 
use of U.N. troops to try to 
stem the tide of chaos and 
violence are amazed at what 
Hammarskjold has been able to 
accomplish. He used his slender 
authority to whip together a 
multi-nation force, round up air- 
craft to carry these troops to 
The Congo and get food and vital 
supplies started on the way. 


At the same time, the Rus- 
sians seem to be pulling back 
from their threat to send their 
own forces into The Congo at 
the bidding of Premier Patrice 
Lumumba. Lumumba, in con- 
nection with a demand to the 
Belgians to take their troops out 
of the country, said that if they 
refused he would welcome the 
Communists. 


THE THREAT of a war fought 
out in The Congo between Com- 
munist and non - Communist 
forces was only part of the night- 


maprskjold’s special representa- 
tive in Leopoldville. Bunche yes- 


|terday informed the Congolese 


government that the U.N. would 
not at this time request the Bel- 
gian troops to depart although 
their function would be strictly 
defined to protection of remain- 
ing whites. 


“The arrival of the troops of

Part of all this can be read 
between the lines in the first 
report issued by Hammarskjold 
yesterday on the implementation 
of the resolution authorizing 
U.N. troops for The Congo. 


The Security Council was ‘to 
have debated today the motion 
of Soviet delegate Arkady Sobo- 
lev on the Congo question and 
the continuing presence of Bel- 
gian troops. The discussion has 
gone over until tomorrow to give 
two representatives of the new 
Congolese government time to 
arrive here and appear before 
the council. 


Of the troops now in The Congo, 
according to Hammarskjold’s re- 
port, 450 are from Ethiopia, 770 
from Ghana, 1250 from Morocco 
and 1020 from Tunisia. A Swedish 
battalion of 650 men from the 
United Nations Emergency Force 
in the Gaza strip, between Egypt 
and Israel, is being airlifted to 
Leopoldville. Supreme com- 
mander of this swiftly created 
U.N. force is Maj. Gen. Carl von 
Horn of Sweden, who has had 
considerable experience as a 
senior military representative of 
the U.N. 


LATER this week, groups of 
some 700 men will be airlifted 
from Guinea. The Federation of 
Mali, another newly independent 
African nation, has offered 
troops. It has been a major part 
of Hammarskjold’s strategy to 
give the play to the Africans 
while, at the same time, main- 
taining the universal nature of 
the U.N. operation with contri- 
butions from other powers. The 
United States Air Force has done 
the bulk of the airlifting, acting 
with speed and efficiency in re- 
sponse to the request: of the 
Secretary General. Thirty-three 
Air Force planes were used in 
the operation.

What is far less understandable, 
however, is that some among these 
supporters should now turn to Gov.

All those who are so inclined 
would do well to reflect seriously 
upon the basic fallacy in this 
choice, for while Gov. Rockefeller 
may appear to stand out as a po- 
litical liberal it must be remem- 
bered that he does so within the 
context of archaic Republican phi- 
losophies and in contrast with the 
Dirksens, Goldwaters and Nixons.

(though he would certainly repre- 
sent an attractive alternative to 
Richard M. Nixon).

The Best Republican 


Gov. Nelson Rockefeller of New York is 
the best man the’ Republican party could 
nominate for President, and ought to be 
drafted. We have leaned toward that opinion 
ever since Governor Rockefeller started tour- 
ing the country last fall to sound out the pos- 
sibilities of his acceptance as the Republican 
nominee, and it was confirmed by his remark- 
able performance at his press conference in 
Chicago Monday. 

He displayed a masterly grasp of the for- 
eign and domestic problems confronting this 
country, an enlightened and liberal approach 
to them, a spirit of independence and a sense 
of confidence that would make him both a 
first-rate candidate and a first-rate president. 


Yet, by all the signs Governor Rockefeller 
is not going to be drafted for the Republican 
nomination any more than Adlai Stevenson, 
who was incomparably the Democrats’ best 
man, was drafted by that party. There is 
something here for the American people to 
think about. How does it happen that, at an 
hour of supreme crisis for our position in the 
world, both parties are evidently set on re- 
jecting their best-qualified nominees in favor 
of men who have the support of the party 
leaders for other reasons than their presi- 
dential qualifications? 


Governor Rockefeller seems to have no 
illusions about the possibility of a draft, yet 
he is holding the door open. He revealed 
that members of his staff are in contact with 
the managers of the draft movement and 
indicated he would encourage the movement 
if it seems to be genuine—by which he means, 
likely to win. But, as he said, the possibility 
of this is extremely remote. 

The reason is that Governor Rockefeller 
has already in effect been rejected by Repub- 
lican leaders all over the country. He laid 
his case before them last fall, and they un- 
mistakably declared their preference for Vice 
President Nixon. It would take a massive 
change of minds now, arising from a fear 
that the Kennedy-Johnson ticket could be 
beaten in no other way, for the party leaders 
to switch. 

Americans of both parties can only de- 
plore the fact that the situation appears to 
be frozen. Governor Rockefeller Monday 
made strong and persuasive statements on 
three basic issues—the Latin American crisis, 
civil rights, and medical care for the aged— 
in which he seemed to be far ahead of the 
Administration both in vision and in practical 
proposals. 

In renewing his advocacy of a hemisphere 
foreign ministers’ conference to draft a Mar- 
shall Plan looking toward ultimate economic 
unity, he was applying real statesmanship to 
Latin American problems. In urging an in- 
dorsement of the sit-in demonstrations and 
a vigorous civil rights program, he was tak- 
ing the strongest position both morally and 
politically. In backing the Social Security 
method of financing medical care for the 
aged, he was applying the most humane and 
at the same time the fiscally soundest prin- 
ciples to a major domestic problem. We 
would not expect to agree with him on every 
question, but we believe his general approach 
to the big issues, and his insistence that Mr. 
Nixon should debate them, have been right. 

Yet Governor Rockefeller is not going to 
be drafted. The miracle did not happen at 
Los Angeles and it is even less likely to hap- 
pen at Chicago. The Republican platform 
makers may appease his point of view to 
some extent, but a platform is no substitute 
for a candidate. As for polishing up the 
ticket by drafting the Governor for the Vice 
Presidential nomination, he has cut himself 
off from that as far as any man could, and 
we believe he is justified. It would be a 
breach of faith with those Republicans who 
share his views if he let himself be used in 
this way. Unfortunately not enough Repub- 
licans, apparently, agree with his views to 
create a strong draft for the presidential 
nomination. But perhaps they will agree 
some day, and meanwhile Governor Rocke- 
feller can be of more value as governor of 
New York than as election bait for voters 
repelled by Mr. Nixon. 

Governor Rockefeller ought to be drafted, 
and evidently won’t be. Governor Stevenson 
should have been drafted, and wasn’t. What 
will history say of this turn in American 
affairs at a time when our country faced 
what may be its severest world challenge? 


Briefing the Candidates 


President Eisenhower was well-advised to 
continue the election-year practice of offer- 
ing confidential briefings on foreign affairs 
to candidates of the opposition party. He has 
limited his offer to the Presidential and Vice- 
Presidential candidates themselves—not to 
their liaison men—and Senator Kennedy has 
indicated he will accept. He should do so 
in spite of the fact that circumstances this 
year differ from those in recent elections. 

Senator Kennedy is a member of the For- 
eign Relations Committee and his running 
mate, Senator Johnson, is a member of the 
Armed Services Committee. There is prob- 
ably very little about our foreign or defense 
policy that they do not know, since both com- 
mittees receive confidential briefings from 
Administration experts. Nevertheless, there 
may be late developments with which they 
are not familiar and the candidates should 
be brought up to date to avoid the possibility 
of an accidental disclosure that might be 
damaging to the country. 

There is a certain political risk in accept- 
ing such briefings, particularly in view of 
the fact that this year they are not likely to 
be very productive. The candidate might feel 
obligated to soft-pedal an issue that he other- 
wise would have exploited. On the other 
hand, if the voters know the candidate has 
been briefed on foreign affairs, they are 


. likely to feel confident he speaks with a 


background knowledge he might not have 
otherwise. Foreign policy should be the ma- 
jor issue in the campaign and there should 
be a full debate within the bounds of national 
security. Mr. Kennedy’s press representative 
Says it is understood the briefings will not 
interfere with such debate, and on that con- 
dition they can be valuable. 

The practice followed by Mr. Eisenhower 
goes back to 1944, when Secretary of State 
Hull held a number of conferences with John 
Foster Dulles, who relayed confidential for- 
eign policy material to the Republican presi- 
dential candidate that year, Gov. Dewey of 
New York. In the 1948 campaign, when Gov. 
Dewey also ran, Secretary of State Marshall 
and Under Secretary Lovett were in touch 
with Mr. Dulles and Senator Vandenberg. In 
1952 Gen. Eisenhower rejected President 
Truman’s offer of a briefing, but accepted

Central Intelligence Agency reports with the 
understanding his freedom to discuss issues 
would not be limited. The 1952 and 1956 
Democratic candidate, Adlai Stevenson, re- 
ceived administration briefings from the Tru- 
man and Eisenhower Administrations. 


Both Dewey and Stevenson were Governors 
when they ran for office and were not privy 
to foreign policy secrets. Although Kennedy 
is much better informed, the briefing prac- 
tice is a good one and should be continued. 


For Circuit Attorney 


The Circuit Attorney’s post by any fair 
standard is the most important and sensitive 
of the five” city-wide offices for which St.

In our judgment Mr. Rear- 
don is clearly preferable to Mr. Linehan on 
the basis of his background, experience, ap- 
proach to the office and the caliber of the 
support his candidacy has attracted. 


Mr. Reardon is a young man, but his out- 
look seems to us to be sound, mature and 
acutely conscious of the public interest in 
a nonpartisan administration of the delicate 
law-enforcement machinery controlled by the 
Circuit Attorney. He is opposed to arrests 
solely on suspicion, followed by lengthy peri- 
ods of confinement, and to meddlesome and 
purely speculative grand jury inquiries; in 
effect he promises a continuation of the rea- 
sonable policies of Thomas F. Eagleton. Mr. 
Reardon has been an Assistant Circuit Attor- 
ney successfully specializing in the trial of 
criminal cases for almost three years. 


Mr. Linehan is chief deputy and legal ad- 
viser to Sheriff Tozer, which is to say he 
holds an important spoils post in the Sher- 
iff’s patronage empire. For the last 15 years 
he has been a member of the Sheriff’s office 
staff by day and a Democratic precinct work- 
er and precinct captain in his spare time. 
He would not be human if this has not given 
him a ward-oriented outlook on public office. 
The Post-Dispatch news columns report he 
is supported by a coalition of remnants of 
the old Callanan Democratic machine in north 
St. Louis and a South Side group headed by 
James A. Michaels, former Cuckoo gangster. 
Neither faction has a reputation for being 
zealously interested in strong and impartial 
law enforcement policies.

One Down, Two to Go 


Michael J. Hart is to be congratulated for 
his good sense in quitting the Board of Educa- 
tion in response to the’ recommendation of 
the Circuit Court grand jury. It is to be 
hoped that Charles J. Dyer and Mrs. Irma H. 
Friede will promptly follow his example. 

In a scathing report last Friday the grand 
jury urged the resignations of all three board 
members for “the good of the board.” They 
were charged with improperly making use of 
the services of board employes. Dyer, who 
has served 19 years on the board, and Mrs. 
Friede, who has served 17 years, have been 
criticized frequently by citizens’ groups for 
emphasizing political and personal interests. 
Hart is a relative newcomer, having served 
only three years. 


It is astonishing that Dyer and Mrs. Friede 
have clung so long to membership on the 
board. One must conclude that they are 
deeply devoted to some objective, but is it 
the welfare of the city’s school children? 
In all his service Dyer has never said one 
word to suggest that is his purpose. Mrs. 
Friede’s activities for many years have been 
a subject of controversy. 

If the schools are better for their service, 
let them come forth and explain why. Let 
them explain in full their position on the 
grand jury charges. Their silence suggests 
they have no explanation. And if they have 
none, the best thing they can do for the 
public schools is to follow the example of 
Michael J. Hart. 


After the laconetti Case 


In rejecting Sam Iaconetti’s bid for release 
from Fulton State Hospital, Circuit Judge 
W. M. Dinwiddie wisely supported the jury’s 
decision in the case. The jury, after hearing 
conflicting testimony as to whether Iaconetti 
was sane, concluded he was not guilty of 
murder by reason of insanity. 

A jury’s finding on such medical matters 
may not be the most scientific finding but it 
should not lightly be rejected; Missouri law 
requires jury determination on criminal in- 
sanity. Unfortunately, the law does not make 
it easy for juries to reach such decisions. As 
we have noted, the Iaconetti case shows the 
need for medical or psychiatric testimony 
not partisan to prosecution or defense. A few 
courts elsewhere have adopted the practice 
of naming independent experts to assist both 
judge and jury. 

But even the most expert advice still has 
to be applied to an inexpert and outmoded 
definition of insanity. Missouri follows the 
old M’Naghten rule which requires juries to 
decide whether a defendant knows the dif- 
ference between right and wrong. This is a 
legal and not a medical sanity test. A man 
suffering from a criminal compulsion still 
might recognize right and wrong. 

In 1954, the United States Court of Appeals 
in Washington, D. C. adopted what is known 
as the Durham rule, which is both revolu- 
tionary and sensible. Here the test is whether 
a defendant suffers from medical illness and 
whether the illness had any relation to a 
criminal act. The Durham rule calls for 
medical testimony on a medical problem; the 
legal problem of whether insanity excuses 
guilt remains with the jury. 

In a letter to the Post-Dispatch, Dr. Ad- 
dison Duval, director of Missouri’s Division of 
Mental Diseases, urged the state to adopt a 
system of independent medical testimony and 
a new test of insanity. His proposals are 
part of a broad mental health modernization 
program but certainly would benefit justice.

Chief of NASA’s Manned Flight Says Project Mercury Should Show What Man Can Do in Space

What are the prospects, Mr. Low, 
that the United States will send a man 
on the first suborbital Redstone space 
flight this year preparatory to an 
Atlas orbital flight in 1961? 


This is difficult to answer. We are 
planning to start our buildup program 
for this shot late this summer and 
early fall. But many things could hap- 
pen before we get to the first manned 
Mercury Redstone flight. 


What remains to be done before the 
first manned suborbital ftight? 


We have a two-pronged program. 
We are going to fly Mercury capsules 
on the Redstone, first in unmanned 
shots and then with animals. In all of 
these the capsule will be boosted to an 
altitude of about 125 miles, to a ve-

locity of 4000 miles an hour, with a 
planned recovery 200 miles or so from 
the launch site. 

At the same time we are going to 
qualify unmanned capsules, using the 
Atlas booster in suborbital or ballistic 
shots, at velocities that will approach 
satellite velocity. In these shots we 
will be testing the capsule’s heat pro- 
tection and structural integrity. 

If all of these shots go very well, 
then we will be able to fly a man in 
the suborbital Redstone launchings in 
the not too distant future.

There, while 
Marie Louise betrayed Napoleon with 
the first of many paramours, the child 
grew up alone, friendless, feared for 
the name he bore, with all the courts 
of Europe ranged against him.

What would you say is the possibility 
that the Soviets could launch a man 
into space before the end of the year? 


I really can’t answer that. Until the 
beginning of May the Soviets did not 
even admit they were working on a 
manned space flight program. In May 
they launched Sputnik IV, which they 
stated very definitely was part of their 
manned space flight program. As you 
know, the Sputnik IV flight was not 
entirely successful. I think they, too, 
are facing a very difficult develop- 
mental program and may or may not 
achieve their ends this year. 


What will Project Mercury flight 
tests tell you about man in space that 
simulated flight tests on the ground 
won’t do reasonably well? 


Well, the most important question 
that Mercury will answer is the effect 
of weightlessness on the capabilities of 
man. Almost everything else that we 
will encounter in Mercury we can 
simulate on the ground, But the maxi- 
mum amount of weightless time that 
one has been able to achieve to date 
is of the order of one minute, in flights 
of high-performance aircraft. In the 
suborbital Mercury Redstone mission 
we will have five and one-half minutes 
of weightless time and in the orbital 
flights, as we now plan them, four 
and one-half hours of weightlessness.

WINDSOR, England, July 19 
— The road from London 
passed the pleasant Meadow 
of Runnymeade where, motor- 
ists were reminded by a dis- 
creetly lettered sign, the Mag- 
na Carta was granted by King 
John — just 745 years, one 
month and two days ago.

Joseph G. Molner, M.D. 
Birthmarks 


“Dear Dr. Molner: 

“MY WIFE AND I would like your opinions on birth- 
marks, and information about them.—A.P.” 

While I like short letters that come to the point, this 
one may be a little too short for me to guess exactly what 
you have in mind. 

There are several different types of birthmarks. We 
can divide them by color—black, brown, blue, red, purple 
or even neutral-colored raised areas. Some are hairy, some 
not. Indeed, it is quite possible for an infant to be born 
with a comparatively large area of the body covered by dark 
or colored skin and the whole big spot having a rather heavy 
growth of hair. This isn’t frequent, but it’s an example of 
what a “birthmark” can be. 


Calling such a blemish a “birthmark” probably 
isn’t too good a choice of terms, because the mark 
has nothing to do with the process of being born. 
Likewise—and keep this in mind—“birthmarks” are 
not @ result of the mother being frightened or any- 
thing of that sort. 


What is a birthmark? A minor flaw in development, 
just as @ child may have a cleft palate, or six fingers, or a 
partial web between the fingers—al! of which we can correct. 

Tf a birthmark is large, or if it is on the face or other 
rea where it will be an embarrassment to the child later on. 
see about having it removed. This does not have to be 
done immediately. Some authorities think major birthmarks 
should be removed in the first year of life and some prefer 
to wait a longer time. 


in any event, there is scant chance of a birth- 
mark showing eancerous tendencies before puberty, 
when the body goes through various glandular de- 
velopments. Therefore I would not be in great haste. 


Let your doctor guide you (in cases of large blemishes) 
§ @ specialist. Leave it to him as to whether to correct the 
blemish sooner or later. Also leave it to him whether it is a 
mere matter of pigment in the skin, or a “‘sebaceous mole” 
which is a clotting of sebaceous or oily glands in the skin, 
or, perchance, one of the red or purple ‘“‘hemangiomas,”’ 
which result from a tangle of small blood vessels near the 
gurface., 

The average birthmark, if located so it ought to be 
removed because of its appearance or size, can be removed 
with little scarring, and it is part of the doctor’s job to 
decide whether plastic surgery, ‘freezing’ with dry ice, 
X-ray or other radiation, or some other method will be the 
simplest and best.

St. Louisan’s Toy Invention Has Turned Into a Fast-Selling Item

I WASN’T at all surprised when 
a little man sat down at my desk 
the other day and told me he had 
invented a toy. It goes on all the 
time nowadays, ever since the 
day of the hula hoop. After that 
it was the Twirly-Whirler and 
then came the jiggle-stick. 

Now it’s the Wibbler. Maybe 
you've seen it on television or 
in one of the department stores. 
They’re selling like — well — like 
hula hoops. Sold 1300 dozen the 
first week and still growing. 

In case you haven’t seen a 
Wibbler, it’s a sort of teeter 
board, made of styrene plastic, 
and the idea is first to balance 
on it, and then try to walk, run, 
dance or whatever you feel like 
you can accomplish. 

The inventor’s name is Harold 
Katz, a short, modest man who 
lives at 7315 Midland avenue, 
University City, and has a small 
advertising agency called Katz 
& Associates. ‘‘I never invented 
anything before,”’ he said, ‘“‘but 
all advertising men think they’re 
geniuses.” 


Like most of the other things 
which mushroomed in the last 
year or two, this one started 
with the hula hoop. “I was 
coming home from work one 
afternoon,” Katz said, “and I 
saw all the kids playing with 
hula hoops. And I thought why 
can’t I think of something that 
would go over like that?” 


This was by no means an origi- 
nal thought. It has been esti-

mated that in the past two years 
no less than 15,000,000 people have 
said the same thing to them- 
selves. The difference is, that 
Katz did something about it. Also 
he happens to be good at working 
with wood and metal. 

“When: I was a kid,” he ex- 
plained, “I was always making 
model airplanes. I was working 
on a large wooden model one 
day, and just fooling around, I 
balanced myself on the wings, 
one foot on each wing. They 
slanted upward from the middle, 
and you could teeter back and 
forth. 

“IT got to playing on the thing 
and all the kids in the nieghbor- 
hood started playing on it. It 
was so popular the rest of the 
airplane was forgotten. I made 
several more for other kids and 
it was the big fad of our neigh- 
borhood that summer.’

The Wibblers went over so big 
with his youngsters and their 
friends, Katz wound up making

a patent. It took him 15 months 
to get it.

U.S. Problems Abroad 


NEW YORK, July 19. 

AS I LISTENED to Gov. Stevenson and Senator John F. 
Kennedy on TV Friday night, I thought Mr. Stevenson did a 
splendid job of introducing the presidential nominee, .and 
that Senator Kennedy’s speech was remarkably forceful and 
forthright. I particularly liked the way in which he told 
the people that he was going to have to ask a great deal 
of us. Anyone who reads the papers these days must be 
aware of this fact. 


This Administration, which was to bring us peace, has 
not been guilty of appeasement, but I think it has dealt 
superficially with questions, without going to the bottom 
of anything and really looking for the causes which have 
to be eliminated. If it could find some solution which would 
tide us over the difficulties of the moment, the difficulties 
of the future were brushed under the rug. Now the difficulties 
of the future are crawling out from under the rug in every 
part of the world. 


Senator Hugh Scott, in a speech to a Republican 
fund-raising dinner, said that our Democratic nominee 
had not shown a complete grasp of the difficulties 
in the Taiwan Straits. I would really like to ask the 
Senator whether he thinks the Republican Adminis- 
tration has shown a complete grasp not only of the 
Taiwan Straits problem but of the whole situation 
in the Far East. 


In Japan, for instance, Premier Kishi and his cabinet 
are stepping aside, but the next government will still be 
faced with the same unpopular treaty signed with us. And 
have we come to any real understanding on this subject? 
No! Apparently, we merely hope that.the Japanese people 
will forget about the treaty and the incoming government 
will let it stand. 

It is just possible that people are getting fed up with 
being expected to forget, and that they want real solutions 
in preference to sliding over whatever the difficulty may be. 


WHEN MR. KHRUSHCHEYV, in his usual arrogant way, 
warned the West to keep hands off the Congo, I wondered 
why he did not at the same time state that his government 
would back the restoration of order by United Nations 
troops. This would have been one way of assuring the 
world that the disorders were not brought about by Soviet 
activities. 

On the one hand, the Soviet Government says it desires 
continued cultural exchanges with the United States and 
encourages United States tourists to visit Russia, and on 
the other hand it does all it can to make the atmosphere 
more tense. For instance, it rejects our denial that the 
RB-47 crossed the Soviet border, and it continues to attach 
an entirely new importance to spying—which has been going 
on for a long time on both sides. 


The Russians know, and we know, that both of 
us are trying to keep informed about changing situ- 
ations—such as buildups of troops or weapons which 
might mean surprise attack—but instead of bending 
thefr efforts to securing agreements within the U.N. 
which would make espionage unnecessary, they keep 
increasing the very tensions that make spying essen- 
tial. 


I get impatient with our own policy-makers for not 
moving toward some fundamental changes which would 
lessen the tensions, but I cannot see that the Soviets are 
doing any better than we are, in this particular situation.

Bad Year for Ozark Carden 


By Leonard Hall 


ONE DAY LAST WEEK I 
stopped in Caledonia to pick up 
a couple of cantaloupes, some 
Arkansas tomatoes and a few 
other items. The fact that home- 
grown tomatoes aren’t ripe in 
the week after July 4 is a good 
comment on the gardening sea- 
son. 

“We just got in some nice 
cucumbers,’’ said Katherine Tur- 
ner at the grocery, as I selected 
my tomatoes. 

“I’m already picking cucum- 
bers from the garden,”’ I an- 
swered. 

“Yes, I Know, and any day 
now you'll be in here trying to 
give me a bushel of squashes,” 
said Katherine. 

She believes, and she may 
be right, that squashes are 
our specialty. But oddly, ex- 
cept for the yellow ones you 
can bake into a rather poor 
substitute for pumpkin pie, we 
find that most people in the 
country don’t like squash. This 
makes a problem, because 
when one packet of squash 
seed germinates and starts 
producing, you have the task 
of disposing of about a half 
bushel of squash a day. 

Our first variety to start ripen- 
ing, for they grow more quickly 
than the others, are Zucchinis. A 
packet of seed plants 16 hills. 
A hill of Zucchini occupies 36 
square feet, so they aren’t well 
adapted to the small garden. 
They have great yellow blooms 
that attract swarms of bees and 
other pollinating insects and, in- 
cidentally, make exceedingly bit- 
ter honey. The yield of Zucchinis 
per hill must be at least 24 
squash—and long before they are 
through bearing, the white scal- 
loped squash have started. These 
take up a bit less space but are 
equally prolific, so squash be- 
comes a problem. Fortunately it 
is delicious; baked, fried, diced 
and boiled and seasoned with 
salt, pepper, butter and a bit of 
cream. But it’s still a problem, 
because by now it is competing 
with a half-dozen other vege- 
tables. 

This has really been a bad 
year for gardening. 

Real nemesis of our Ozark 
summers is drouth, which comes 
oftener than too much rain. 


During the ‘recent deluges in 


Missouri north of us, Belleview 


Valley got less than a trace of | 


precipitation; and the total from 
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May 15 to July 4 was only one 
inch. Worse than this, April 
had gotten many crops off to a 
good start, when three killing 
frosts forced us to start over. 
Then the rains stopped, nights 
dropped to the low 40s, and 
seeds wouldn’t sprout. 


Much ‘of our garden was 
planted three times and _ the 
growth pattern would have been 
comical if it hadn’t been for 
the hours of wasted work. We 
set 200 tomatoes to get a sur- 
vival of 50 plants. We have corn 
rows with some stalks tasseling 
while others are just breaking 
ground. Early vegetables had 
a short season, starting late 
after the frost and then giving 
up the ghost to dry weather. 
Yet lettuce, peas, spinach, mus- 
tard, radishes, beets and onions 
came in their turn. Endive grew 
into big heads but soon tough- 
ened and became bitter. A few 
experiments like celtus proved, 


as always, disappointing. Cooked open Mise cata R 
or raw, it is tasteless. 

Rabbits and young ground- 
hogs gave us a battle on our 
String beans but we finally 
covered the rows with news- 
papers. These would have 
turned to pulp in the rain but 
no rain came, They blew off 
the beans but still served as 
effective scare crows and the 
plants blossomed and set on 
beans to make a big harvest. 
Limas look less promising, for 
unless we get rain, the pods 
won’s fill. 

Despite vicissitudes of weather, 
we wouldn’t trade our vegetable 
garden for any other attribute 
of country living. Right now it | 
is turning out new potatoes from | 
the rows we planted under | 
straw, two varieties of squash, | 
string beans, cucumbers, beets, 
onions and spinach. Some of the | 
early vegetables are gone, but | 
Golden Bantam corn and several | 
varieties of tomatoes are just | 
around the corner. Moreover, 
these come from garden to cook- | 
ing pot in a matter of minutes, 
full of flavor that can’t be repro- | 
duced in the market. Perhaps | 
more important, except for some | 
non-poisonous rotenone dust, no | 
spray or other foreign material 
has touched the plants since the 
day the seed went into the | 
ground. When you look at the | 
countless tons of deadly agri- | 
cultural poisons being daily | 
dumped on America’s food sup- 
ply, and remaining there to be 
eaten and stored away in our 
bodies, this is something to 
think about.
